Howard C. Petersen was bora in 1910, received his B. A. Degree from 

DePaii w University, G r eencastle, Indiana, in 1933, and received his J. D. D e gre e 

from the University of Michigan later, as reflected in the 19Uf> edition of the 
Marti ndale and Hubbell Lawyers Directory. 

Howard C. Petersen was formerly connected with the law firm of 
Cravath, DeGersdorff , Swaine and Wood, 15 Broad Street, New York City, and 
resigned from that firm in January, 19l*l. He is presently residing at 1*02 
North St. Asaph, Alexandria, Virginia. 

The name of Howard C. Petersen, according to information received 
from a highly confidential source in October, 19 1*1*, was furnished a3 a possible 
contact in the War Department to Hoyt)ffladdock, National Legislative Representative 
for the National Maritime Union, CIO, attached to the CIO Maritime Commission 
in Washington, D. C. Haddock has been reported to have close Communist affiliations 
but no information is available reflecting the purpose of designating Petersen 
as a contact man in connection with the above information. 

On March 19, 191*6, th^l5aily Worker, East Coast organ of the Communist 
Party, USA, stated that a delegation of Communist veterans of World War II called 
on Howard C. Petersen, Assistant Secretary of War, to protest the ruling of the 
War Department barring Communists from sensitive positions and commissions in the 
Array. The March 20, 191*6, issue of the Daily Worker stated that Howard C. Petersen 
told the delegation of Communist veterans that he would not repudiate a War 
Department spokesman's statement that membership in the Communist Party would 
bar a man from a commission or fran a sensitive position in the Army. This 
article in the Daily Worker stated further that Mr. Petersen refused to take 
any stand against specific cases cited by the delegates where men allegedly 
have been discriminated against because of membership in the Communist Party or 
activity in the labor movement. According to the article P$t/3S^en did not 
agree to a formulation of policy which ^t^bcPas foUowa^’^he War Departmer 
does not bar men from Officer Candidate' SchocfL. or 

Army because of their political affilia^^&T'Uf the^ -Tq-rf-<ii^ff^oC«d^-or 
subversive they will be barred." On the following day, March 2.i f 1936, the _ 

Worker ran a correction article with regagd to the stsftemi^tf ; -fej^Sfeby Fetersefi, in 
which correction article it was stated tnfn? ‘Pewrsen did not agree to the- following 
formulation submitted by the Veterans' delegation: "The War Department -does not 

bar men from Officer Candidate School or sensitive positions in the A nfy because 
they are members of the Communist Party. Non-Communists and Communists will be 
barred if they are suoversive or disaffected." The correction ^rj^icle further

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stated that Petersen did agree to the following fcamiulat ion of War Department 
policy: '"The War Department does not bar men from Officer Candidate School 
or sensitive positions in the Army because of their political affiliations* 
Non-Communists and Communists will be barred if they are subversive or dis- 
affected." The Daily Worker stated in addition in the article on March _21, 
19U6, that despite the above statement, Petersen made it plain that in practice 
Communists would be disc.riminated against in the Army . 

In addition to the above information it is of interest to note that — 

apparently former Assistant Secretary of War /John J-^cCloy, who is now with 
the Department of State, and Colonel Alfred/^cCormick, formerly with the 
Military Intelligence Service and now with the Department of State, were 
apparently both connected at one time with the same law firm with which 
Petersen was connected prior to his anployment by the War Department.

It was pointed out that there are a tremendous number of persons em- • v 
ployed in the United States Government and in the respective headquarters offices ^ 
of the mass unions in Washington who are Communists and strive daily to advance ^ ^ 
the cause of Communism and destroy the foundations of this government. It was 
further pointed out by the Washington Field Office that these people operate 
without Communist Party affiliations; that they dp not carry membership cards or < 

other identifying data, and on the rare occasions when they are questioned, such , 

as in the case of Hatch Act interviews, they freely perjure themselves in denying - 
any connection with Conmunism or any of its front organizations. .Many of them, AV 
when investigated as Hatch Act subjects several years ago, held minor positions in'^ I 
the government, but today have risen to positions wherein they actually formulate ^ 
policies in the agencies where they are employed. Such departments include the ' , 

State, Treasury and Commerce Departments, as well as FEA and OSS.. It was pointed^ J 
out that during the investigation of the Gregory case, American citizens were ss x 

acting as Soviet espionage agents and that there may be other cases in the future 
referred to the Bureau herein United States citizens who are government employee!
